London.—“It’s all in the game!” 

In that laconic sentence was ex- 
pressed the fatalistic philosophy of a 
man who once was rich beyond all 
the dreams of avarice and who now 
lives in complete and lonely poverty 
in a remote section of the Transvaal, |

of Samuel Honeyball was famous 
throughout the wonld as one of the | 
four mining prospectors who discov- | 
ered: the richest gold deposit in the | 
world, the Rand gold mines which 
have been valued at $1,000,000,000 and 
which have yielded five times that 
much to their lucky owners. 

Found Wreck of Pauper. 

Honeyball recently was found liv- 
ing in penury—shaggy, unkempt, aged, 
the wreck of a man who gained a 
world and lost it, the living hero of a 
stranger and more fantastic tale than 
novelists ever told. But he has no 
regrets, no resentments, no {iII-feelings 
and but one explanation for the turn 
in his fortune.

Amazing population gains were 
shown by five California counties in 
census totals made public in Wash- 
ington, D. C. The largest increase 
went to San Mateo County, whose 


population, according to Universal 
Service, more than doubled between 
1920 and 1930. The figures were 36,- 
781 and 77,185. San Bernardino 
County showed the second largest 
gain, with a population of 133,878 for 
1930 as against 73,401 ten years ago. 
Monterey County’s population jumped 
from 27,980 to 53,668 and Santa Cruz 
County's from 26,269 to 37,405. San 
Benito County had an incréase of 
from 8,995 to 11,310. 7 


Early aid to unemployment on the 
Pacific Coast was promised in ad- 
vices from Representative Albert E. 
Carter, now in Washington, who is 
arranging a series of meetings with 
members of the United States Ship- 
ping Board. Behind the maneuvers 
is an attempt to apply the principles 
of the Jones-White Merchant Marine 
bill to shipbuilding on the West Coast 
and San Francisco Bay in particular. 
The bill, passed a year ago, authoriz- 
es government loans to shipbuilders 
for the purpose of building a power- 
ful merchant marine. Commenting on 
his plans Carter states: “We hope to 
‘find à way whereby some of these 
loans may be made for construction 
of ships on the Pacific Coast, and es- 
pecially in the San Francisco Bay 
region, where there are five large 
shipyards waiting for business. This 
would not only stimulate. our trade 
with the Orient but would be a real 
factor in overcoming aneniployment.” 

High school students intending to 
apply for admission into the Univer- 
sity of California in August, 1981, and 
thereafter, may find it easier to get 
into the learned halls, it has been 
announced. According to the new 
plan ten of the fifteen units of aca- 
demic subjects taken during the prep 
course must have netted the student 
a grade of “A” or B.“ which are 
styled “recommended grades.” Many 
high school students have been com- 
pelled in the past to take post grad- 
uate work to procure a sufficient 
number of “recs.” Other changes in 
admission requirements provide that 
physiology will now be acceptable as 
a high school science subject, and 
that high school principals .will no 
longer be burdened with the respon- 
sibility of recommending or refusing 
to recommend individual students. In- 
stead, students will now be accepted 
upon the basis of their recommended 
grades and their entire hiah school 
record. 


Whiskey is not an antidote for rat- 
tlesnake bite. As a matter of fact, 
alcohol does more harm than good, as 
it serves to disribute the poison much 
more rapidly through the body. Dr. 
Walter M. Dickie, State director of 
public health, so declared in a recent 
bulletin, of Don'ts for Vacationists” 
or sportsmen who may be bitten by a 
rattler in the mountains of California. 
Other snake-bite don'ts by Dr. Dickie 
are: Don't run or get overheated. 
Don’t injure the tissue by injections 
of potassium permanganate. which 
now is known to be of no value as an. 
antidote. Don't depend on snake-bite 
cures or home remedies commonly 
used. They are of no value. Don't 
cauterize the site of the bite with 
strong acids or the like. Mr. Dickie 
says the best antidote is to apply a 
tourniquet a few inches above the 
dite, binding it just tight enough to 
retard circulation and absorption of 
the venom. The tourniquet should be 
released every ten or fifteen minutes 
for a minute to permit circulation 
and prevent gangrene; sucking the 
wound ia alan helpful.

American business methods have 
captured the imagination and admira- 
tion of the Poles, and scarcely a work 
on scientific management is published 
in America today that is not trans- 

lated into Polish. Poland has indus- 
tries that were begun before the dis- 
covery of America, but some of them 
are being rejuvenated by American 
methods under the guidance of Amer- 
{ean engineers. 

Oldest of Poland’s industries to be 
affected by new methods are her salt 
mines which were adding to the savor 
of Central European foods as early 
as the Tenth century. The first fron 
forge began operations in 1333 and 
may be looked upon as the beginning 
of the iron founding industry which 
now contributes millions of dollars 
worth of values each year to Polish 
manufacture. An important lumber 
industry, based on timber lands cov- 
ering 52,000 acres, was begun in the 
Eighteenth century. <A tree must be 
ninety years old before it is cut. The 
entire forest area of the country is 
more than 22,000,000 acres. 

One of Poland's most interesting in- 
dustries is a plant for building rail- 
way equipment that was started in 
Napoleonic times as a ‘wagon factory. 
The textile industry keeps more than 
3,000,000 spindles busy, and there are 
numerous factories for the. manufac- 
ture of paper, chemicals, and metal 
articles. 

Only Germany, which is Poland’s 
nearest western neighbor, exports 
more goods to the country than does 
the United States. In a recent year 
the United States furnished approxi- 
mately 16 per cent of all Polish 
Imports. 8 

Old Poland Resurrected. 

The Poland of today is not an en- 
tlrely new entity. She is rather a 
resurrection of the old Poland which 
once was one of the greatest nations 
of Christendom. In size she out- 
ranked nearly every nation of the con- 
tinent. Russia alone of the European 
nations fs larger than Poland was at 
her greatest. 
at the forefront of Europe: only Rus- 
sia and Germany had greater popu- 
lations before the war than are to be 
found in the lands that onee were 
Poland; for unpartitioned Poland had 
an area of 282,000 square miles, and 
the lands that once lay within her 
boundaries support u population of 
approximately 50.000000. In area she 
was as large as the former German 
empire, Switzerland, Belgium, Hol- 
land and Denmark together; larger 
than Great Britain, Italy and Greece 
combined; larger than Austria-Hun- 
“| gary and Servia in one. Within what 
were her boundaries there dwells a 
present. population larger than the 
combined populations of Great Britain 
and Belgium; larger than those of 
France, Belgium and Holland together: 
and matching that of the old Austria- 
‘Hungary. 

Poland was three times partitioned, 
and these .partitionings were read- 
justed between the partitioners by the 
congress of Vienna in 1815. Where

on the north. It joins the lowlands of 
western Germany with the great plain 
of western Russia. Its rivers are slow 
and sluggish, with their mouths often 
but a few dozen feet below their 
sources and seldom more than a few 
hundred feet below. Their. basins in- 
tricately interpenetrate one another, 
and the frequent inundations of these 
basins have covered them wh. a very 
rich alluvial soil. 

Russian Poland usually has a winter 
somewhat-similar to that of New Eng- 
land. There is an even cold, with not 
a great deal of snow, but often with 
razoredged winds from the northward. 
The rivers of this region usually 
freeze over about the middle of De- 
cember, and the Vistula is under ice 
for approximately 80 days during the 
average winter. 

In the Eighteenth century, when the 
city of Warsaw, next to Paris, was the 
most brilliant city in Europe, this flat 
plain was unusually rich in herds and 
geese flocks, though almost bare of 
manufactures. 

Poland’s history has been a tragic 
one through the ages. Next to the 
Russians, they are numerically the 
most important of the Slavs, They 
first appeared in Great, or North, and 
Little, or South, Poland in the Tenth 
century,.. where they found other 
Slavic tribes in possession. The wise 


‘policy of their kings early induced tire 


whole nation to profess Christianity. 
People Have Changed Little. 

Of medium size, with round heads 
and healthful faces, the blond more 
common than the brunet, their physi- 
cal appearance has apparently changed 
little. The working. classes, who con- 


stitute ninetenths of the nation, have 


always been laborious.: frugal, endur- 
ing, temperate rather than abstemious, 
and intensely patriotic: Their szlacta, 
or nobles, have shown themselves im- 
petuous, brave to rashness, chivalrous, 
insubordinate, -emetional, - artistic. 

During the formative period Poland 
was consolidated by the dynasty of 
the great Lithuanian, Jagellon, the 
Polish Wadislaus H—a succession of 
princes unsurpassed in constructive 
Union with the Lithnvanians 
doubled the population and the na- 
tional resources. Together they 
crushed the Teutonic knights at Tan- 
nenberg in 1410 and half a century 
later at the peace of Thorn pushed 
them east of the Vistula. The Polish 
lands on the Baltic, together with 
Danzig and Marienberg, were recov- 
ered. The Duchy of Mazovia, of 
which Warsaw was the center, five 
centuries. independent, voluntarily 
joined the kingdom which a few years 
later spanned Europe from the Baltic 
to the Black sea. The Reformation, 
regarded with a suspicion as having a 
German origin, only for a time dis- 
turbed the country. 

The advantageous situation of the 
kingdom, the admirable qualities of its 
common people, and. the development 
already attained, seemed to assure the 
greatness and permanence of the 
Polish state. Yet in Poland's history 
there is disappointment on every page. 
The brilliant passages. are episodes 
without connection or result; No- 
where else ig so much valor wasted. 
The chasm was always widening be- 
tween the nobles and the common 
people. The people paid all the 
‘taxes. The nobles, all equal, pos- 
sessed all the wealth and power, but 
had no sense of obligation or respon- 
sibility. Intrepid in battle, they were 
ready to fight for the coum? only 
when so inclined,
